Tlit- DeiiKK-rats 
are not clear as to wlu thcr tlit y will 
permit tho ininiedi.ite t.ikiii); aj) of the 
Bcheduha or will demand an opportun- 
ity to make t>»'t Kpceches bearinK upon 
the general policy of the bill. The pre- 
vailing opinion among the DemcK-ratie 
leaders is against the policy of general 
speeches at the beginning of tlie dis- 
cussion, bnt they will not att<'mi)t to 
restrain individual senators who may 
wish to lie heard. There are some 
DenuK'ratie acnators who are disposed 
to discuss the general fiatures of the 
bill and wlio incline to tho opinion that 
the best time for such speeches is while 
the debate j:i the bill is young. 

Senator \'e^t duva not expect to make 
a spe.'ch in presenting the motion to 
strike out the revenae feattires, bnt> ttac 
motion may lead to immediate debate, 
and in case exception is taken to U, the 
Miflioari senator will be hettrd from. 
Ttaa sUvW ReirablicanB and Popnlists 
win seek opimrtnuity during the pend- 
ency of the bill to present some remarks 
td a political nature, and some of tliem 
may be heard during the week. The 
general sentiment among straight Re- 
publicans is adverse to the encourage- 
ipent ot any general disonssion of the 
bill, or long speeches on schedules, but 
no party policy has yet been decided 
upon. 

There will undoubtedly be strong op- 
position to some of the Khadalefoa tm 
part of the RepabUoaa Mdatbni and 
amsndmeuta wiU be flniUy' pressed.

PmLADBLFHUi, Utij M.— Aftei> Ming 
twiee efaased ky SpaniUi gonboati and 
passing throogh a perfect storm of shot, 

which splashed in the water across the 
vessel's bow, the British fruit steamer 
Ethelred passed through the exciting 
ordeal unscatlied and arrived at this 
port last night after a five-day's run 
frotii Port Antoirio, Jamaica. 

When the Ethelred left here May 13, 
it was the inte n tion of OapMin John D. 
Hart to accompany her, fetii ht was ar- 
rested as ne w.is about to step on the 
gang plank to go abo:ird. As it was his 
invahd daughter was a passenger. It is 
Buppoaed that agents of the Spanish 
govemmmt in this city had notified 
the Spanish MtUoritite at Oii^ana that 
Hart would be on the iessel, hence the 
effort to hold up the Ethelred in Cuban 
waters. 

The first enronriter with tlie Spanish 
cruisers <M-curred otl' Cape Maysi on the 
trip down. Just after d;isk on Sunday 
evening. May Hi, a gunboat without aiij- 
liglits shot out from under the Maysi 
capes and crcjwding on iill steam steered 
direct'.y for the fnut v(s.-;el. .\iter 
steaming for an hour.witliout ^'aining an 
inch, the gunboat turned a seaicli light 
on the other vessel. All steam was 
crowded on th.'! Kthelred, which was 
beginning to show the St)aniard a cb an 
jMur of hee;s. when a i-loud of smoke 
belched froii.the cruist r's side and a sec- 
ond later a solid shot cut the water a 
half mile ahead of her bows. Then 
came a se<'ond and third shot, each 
nearer than the others. Captain Israel 
kept on liis course and alter an hour's 
hot cha.se the Sitaniard dropped ftom 
the race. 

The second ohaso happened last 
Thursday afternoon in almost the < xact 
spot in "which the first attempt to hold 
the veeeel up occurred. Just as the 
Ethelred rounded Cape Maysi, a big 
Spanish gunboat of the newest type 
started out from under tlie cape and 
gkve chase to the Ethelred. For two 
hours the chase was kept up, enlivened 



now and then by a solid shot tl\rowiiig up 
a sheet of white spray just ahead of the 
swift vessel's bows. If began tO look as 
if the Spaniard meant to chase the Eth- 
elred clear Us tho Delaware cap^d.

A hand-to- 
hand scrimmage fgllowed, during which 
a number uf th* Italians were scrioiosly 
injured. 

The attacking party then w ithdrew, 
and two hi urs later tne Italians re- 
turned. \ second attack was made on 
tlie shanties, and an attempt was made 
to burn them, but this time the foreigti- 
(Ts drove their assailants oS. In the 
morning the Italians went to work un- 
der the jirotection of officers, but the 
feeling against them is so strong that 
more troubh- is expected. The import- 
ed men are we»Ug imdte otmtritot'at 
76 cents a day.

PANIC AMONG THE PEOPLE. 

Two I'ropir Ktr.ed and Tliron Seriously 
Injured In a New York Fire. 

New Yoqrk. May 24.— TWo persons 
were killed and three seriously injured 
in a flife whic^ started shortly after 4 
o'clock Staiday moimih^ in the 4-story 

and basement brown stone building at 
149 West Twenty-third street. Sev- 
eral persons narrowly SSOtVed death. 
The dead are : 

Mrs. Catherine Mossway, 83 years, 
died at the iiospital from boms and saf- 
ibCsaiibh. 

Beatrice Mossway, 4 years o!d, daugh- 
ter of the former, suffocated in her 

toom. 

The injured are : 

Mrs. Mary C. iir(';.rrie Howlo.s. board- 
Inghonse keeper at l ellis street, Bos- 
ton, dangerou-lv hurt by jniuplag Mtdl 
a window on th% third floor. . 

Miss MicDohaM, Uii^tiy hdriie^ on 
face. 

F. S. Phapps, slightly burned on face. 

The building was occiijiied for both 
business and dwelling purposes. In 
the basement is an all-night eating 
honse. The Weser Piano company oc- 
cupy the first floor, and tho upper part 
( f tne building is a furnished rinini es- 
tablishment conductOti by Mrs. Curtis. 

Pef(jre the firemen reached the scene 
the building w.as tilled with flames. The 
h.allways frtjiii the first floor to the roof 
WHS ill t!omes and escape by the frimt 
was cut otf. Panic seized the inmates 
of the hottS'\ While a tenant named 
La Mont was crawling along the narrow 
sill to reach the adjoining house, the 
body of a woman struck a large sign 
which hung on the outside of the build- 
ing and to which he clung for support 
The sign was torn from its fastenings 
and foil with a crash to the street. The 
women w as Mr-. Rowles Who had pre- 
ci]).tated herself from the third floor to 
the strict below when she found tliat 
egivss from th(> house by way of tho 
stairs was che ked by tlie flames. Slie 
was picketl up and taken to a hospital. 
La Mont did not fall to the street. 

On the top floor the wildest sort of 
panic had seized the tenants, among 
whom were Mrs. Mossway and her 
daughter Most of the tenants, molud- 
ing Miss MacDonald and Mr. Phapps 
had escuned to the roAf. 

Mrs. Mossway, who lost her life, was 
sleeping with her little daughter, when 
she was aroused by the smoke. She 
ran into the hall and gave the alarm 
and then went back after her daughter. 
When she started to return the smoke 
and flames drove her again to her room. 
She attempted to open the window but 
it did not yield readily, and she broke 
the glaas with her hands. The window 
would not open and tfVen if it had there 
would have been little chance for her. 
as it is protected on the outside by iron 
bars, when th^ fireman searched tne 
honte they found th* Utt^e gfrl dead in 
bed, the niother lying on the floor bhs- 
tered by hisat and almost dead from suf- 
focation. S^e was removed, to a hospi • 
tkl, where she diied threis honiii later. 

Lato in tUa afteriracki, Mrs. B6wl^ to- 
covered' oonsdoosnesB at the hospital, 
bat no hopes arf entertained o( her 
oltiindM ncovtxf. Sht arrived in the 
city three di^asO ttbm Boitoai on a 
shopping toor. She is atoat 86 years 
old. 

The origin of the fire is not known, 
but it is l^lieved that a belated tenant 
lit si niaftA in the hiOlway tb sM his 
way and carelessly tossed the still bnru- 
ing match away, The fire started at the 
foot of the stairs, and the light wall 
acted as a floe to carry the flames to tho 
roof instantly. The damage was about 
«2,000. 

COWRAtLE D CARNEQIE. 

The Irou (trf tUitpiit It Now I'lidor the 
Control of *tnf .Man. 

Cleveland, May 'U. — The iron men 
in Cleveland have just awokenM to th(> 
fact that, while the snMl furnace men 
and mannfactarers have been bemoan- 
ing hard times, Carnegie's agents havo 
corralled all the business in sight. It 
is stated u{)on unimiieachable authority 
that Caruegii- is prepared this year to 
consume d,(>03,000 tons of irou ore, at 
least doable thi» qoaaflty' hb hiu evir 
used in one year. 

Practically, all of this ere will be fur- 
nished by the Rockefeller mining inter- 
est. An agent of the Rockefeller has 
chartered 16 ore steamers lor tlie entire 
season. Robkefell^ already owned is 
ore steamers and had conthil of four 
boats of the American Transportation 
oompatoy, and he intended ' to charted- 
stiU others, as all these, will be able to 
bring down only 2.000,000 tons of ore 
this season. 

This is depressing npws for the vessel, 
mining and iron interests othw than 
Carnegie's and Rbokefellet's. Prac- 
tically, all this ore will be unloaded 
at Oonneant, a small Ohio port, and 
f rdm there be taken direct to Pittsbtirg 
by Carnegie's new railroad, boilt for 
tpis purpose. The eoustmctton of this 
jaikoad, it may be said, has knocked 
oot the head of the gigantic scheme for 
a ship canal from Lake Erie to Pitts- 
burg. 

Rick Seoktora Better. 

Washington, May 34.— Senator Mor- 
rill, who has been confined to his bed 
for some days with an attack of bron- 
chitis, is reported to be very much bet- 
ter, bnt it is not probable that he will 
be able to attend the sessions of the sen- 
ate for some days. Representative 
Tonirne of Oregon, who was painfully 
injured bv a cable car Fridav, is also 
very much better, and will leave tho 
hospital in a ^ew days.

Wyoming turnpike in Bath County, kept 
hy Cbaa. Carnitchael, seven miles from 
Owiogsville. 

They then cam* on to within one mile 
of Owinfliville to a gate <ffi the same pike 
kept by Chris. Garner. The leader 
stepped to tbe door and called Garner 
oat and asked him if he had a sharp ax. 
In the meantime Sheriff Lane and eleven 
depaties were etationed outside of the 
house and on the alert. The SherilT com- 
maaded the speaker to surrender, and 
the Aiden immediatel j opened fire on the 
Sheriff and depaties. There waa a fuel 
lade of shots exchanged and the leader 
of the mob fell from liia horse with a 
ballet through his right leg, and the reat 
of the party fled. Some time after the 
firing ceased tbe Sherifi and deputies, 
some distance away, heard a cry for help, 
and on going op to where tbe cry came 
from fonnd Dave Jchxma, a farmer of 
the northeaai part of the coanty, badly 
wounded in the thigh and groin. They 
secured a buggy and brouaht the wound- 
ed raider to town and he was placed in 
jail and n doctor haatUy ealled, who 
dresaed bia wonnds. Tbe doctor pro- 
nounced them of alierious nature. 

Parties brought news here this morn- 
log of tbe woondinR of three otbera who 
an aiirpoaed to have been in tbe mob. 
They are Charles Jones, Dave DoRgett 
and a young horseman, who received a 
gun-shot wound in tbe leg, face and arm, 
reapeetivriy. Tbe extent of tbe in juries 
Is not known. 

Jones was brought to town by tbe 
Sheriff and bis bond was fixed at $2,500 
which be promptly gave and retorned 
hotne.

The annual memorial sermon to com- 
memorate the dead heroes who fell upon 
the fleldofiatermtnate strife was preached 
yestorday afternoon at 3 o'clock, the Rev.

Sales were somewhat larger than previous week 
and prices at least as high, and it auythiuK they 
may be quoted a fractlou higher. Tbe bnyluK 
was qnick, showing a strong demand for all 
offerings, a-id shippers were generally satisfied 
to accept tbe bids, which Is shown by tbe small 
proportions of rejections. Tbe character of the 
offering* remain about the same. No redrled or 
keeping order goods are a* yet' In market, and 
that part of tbe 1896 crop wbicb was packed in 
winter order is nearly a.l disposed of, with tbe 
exception of some low gradee.

supplied. Western holders begin to 
oflfer at 1 to 1 1-2 centfl lower than ofj 
late. Woolen goods are dull, but pricesj 
are firm. The strike of clothing hands 
here somewhaf restricts the new de- 
mand.
